Moscow, April 3.—Far-reaching de- 
cisions affecting the future economic 
policy of Russia were taken today by 
the council of labor and defense. 

Finding complete government con- 
trol of trade and industry was a fa1l- 
ure, the council meeting, of which Leo 
Kameneff, acting premier, was chair- 
man, decided to invite private capi- 
talists to enter trade, 

Present restrictions regarding the 
sale of goods to private concerns by 
State trusts and cooperative organiza- 
tions will be removed and taxes on 
private traders greatly reduced. 

In introducing these reforms, which 
are considered the most important 
since the late Nikolai Lenine inaugu- 
rated the so-called new economic poli- 
cy, Mr. Kameneff said: 

‘Trade Desert” Dangerous. 

“At this juncture the ‘trade desert,’ 
which exists in certain regions of the 
soviet union, is more harmful and 
dangerous to the economic structure 
of the socialistic state thanaprivate 
capitalists.” , 

It was on the initiative of the su- 
preme economie council that the new 
reforms are being introduced. It is 
admitted now that the drastic cam- 
paign, which was waged against pri- 
vate trade, virtually ruined Russia’s 
internal trade, bringing <De country 
io the verge of an economic crisis. 
M. Dzerjinsky, head of the supreme 
economic council, was more outspok- 
en in condemnation of the present: at- 
titude toward private trade than was

Admit Mistake Policy. 
“The great aims before the govern- 


»ment,” said M. Dzerjinsky, “force us 


to admit that our previous economuuc 
policy was a mistaken 
source of strength is in the very fact 
that we are not afraid to adMit our 
defects.” 

While admitting that he had no 
sympathy with private capitalists, M.

In the absortive election of 
last Sunday, the three parties which 
have decided to back Marx ‘were rep- 
resented by individual candidates, 
whose combined vote of 12,000,000 
was 2,020,000 greater than that 
polled by Dr. Karl Jarres, the mon-

New York, April 3.—Although con- 
trol of the $175,000,000 Dodge auto- 
mobile business has passed to bank- 
ers, who will shortly open it to pub- 
lic investment, members of the Dodge 
family will still retain a substantial 
irterest in the property, it was learn- 
ed todar. 

Having received almost $175,000,- 
000 in cash for their holdings, the 
beirs of John and Horace Dedge in- 
dicated today that they would’ rein- 
vest a large share of it in the néw 
company, now in process of forma- 
tion by Dillon, Read and Company, 
the new banker-owners. Meanwhile, 
investment interest in the huge trans- 
action and the prospective refinanc- 
ing of the company was reflected in 
the large number of inquiries receiv- 
ed from _ banking houses in Europe 
and various parts of the United 
States. 

Members of the banking firm were 
busy today on plans for recapitaliz 
ing the concern and making a public 
offering of securities. Banking circles 
heard that the new company would 
be capitalized. at approximately ten 
times its net earning capacity, which 
would be around $170,000.000. Most 
of this will be represented in stock 
and bond issnes, which probably will 
be offered within a week, and for 
which over-subscription is already as- 
sured. 

The exact price which Dillon, Read 
and Company paid for the Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., still remained  unre- 
vealed today, although the General 
Motors corporation announced that it 
had submitted two bids, one of $124,- 
650,000 in cash and another of $149,- 
000,000 in cash-and non-interest bear- 
ing notes,-

New York bankers. 

In arriving at the amount of the 
tax, the sale price is placed at $152,-

Washington, April 3.—The govern- 
ment suffered a severe setback Fri- 
day in its case against Albert B.

Doheny, when the criminal indict- 
ments, charging them with bribery 
and conspiracy in connection with 
the Teapot Dome and California 2il 
leases, were declared illegal on a 
technicality by Justice McCoy in the 
District of Columbia supreme court.

“OPERA SINGER, DIES

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DRASTIC REVISION 
OF SCHOOL BUDGE 
PASSED BY BOARD 


Effort To Provide Sal- 
aries Through November 
Brings Change in Pro- 
posed Finance Plan. 


Drastic revision of the 
budget adopted in February Friday 
was authorized by the board of edu- 
cation in an effort to provide salaries 
through November, in order that -At- 
lanta banks might lean the city $150,- 
000 for construction of a new unit 
at Hvuke Smith Junior High school. 

Practically every apportionment 
was drained in order to complement 
the payrolls account, and with suffi- 
cient funds set aside for salaries until 
December 1, only $25,560.03 remains 
for operating expenses, supplies and 
equipment. ‘The sum of $1,537,640.45 
will be necessary for salaries from 
April 1 to December 1, according to 
figures submitted to the board Friday. 

Council Action Delayed. 

However, action of city council in 
approving the loan automatically was 
delayed two weeks when the board 
voted for appointment of a committee 
of five, to study the budget, and de- 
cide from which items the necessary 
$300,000 needed to make up the pay- 
rolls account might best be taken. The 
finance committee of council already 
has approved authorizing the mayor to 
negotiate the loan, and it had been 
planned to present the matter for 
approval of council Monday. 

However, Mayor Sims stated early 
this week that the banks have refused 
to loan the money unless the school 
budget shows a sufficient amount for 
salaries, and it was because of that 
that the Friday’s action was taken. 

Payrolls Assured. 

_ However, board members. gtated Fri- 
day that while their action will show 
the payrolls account taken care of, it 
later will be necessary to again trans- 
fer some of the money back to original 
apportionments, as rent, light, and 
power alone would cost more than the 
$25,000 remaining unexpended after 
salaries have been subtracted. 

The committee has been instructed 
to report at the board’s regular meet- 
ing, April 14, and it is expected that 
the revised budget will be adopted at 
that time.

ACUTE INDISCKETION, 

In the very next breath after she 
nus#asked what’s in a name, Juliet 
registers alarm because Hamlet dof- 
fed his, and a lot of folks who re- 
monstrated with me when | proposed 
the term coryza in place of the mis- 
leading “cold” are now puzzled to un- 
derstand why I would dub it the eri.

no false impression, Of course cory- 
ax is as comon as it ever was, at least 
among people who are. watching the 
weather or the termoineter “when 
somebody is handing ’ em the makings, 
hat after all coryza is only one of the 
numerous respiratory infections which 
people like to cover and disguise for 
a time with a. blanket title. Cri is 
an’ honest blanket for that purpose. 
\Vnen vou have the cri you simply 
acknowledge that you have caught 
one of the “eommon respiratory in- 
fections” (the initial letters make the 
nord) and vou are not trying to dis- 
urm your friends or associates hy 
nretending that it is not communi- 
enable. 

There are two very substantial ren- 
sons why our public health adwin- 
istrators are not all in accord with 
this teaching. Ope of the reasans ts 
politics ; the other is subsurface com- 
mercial influence. 

Now that’s that. But that fsn’t 
the indiscretion IT had in mind. The 
title of this article refers to another 
ailment, condition or disease which 
simply does not occur. People with 
nowerful imaginations—and doctors 
“re people—call this apocryphal state 
“sente indigestion.” Newspaper re- 
norters, whoa necessarily have to he 
endowed with strone imaginations. 
diaenose acute indigestion ealmost 
every day, but the health authorities 

conehaw become dow nricht sispicions 
when any such diarnasis anrpears in 
a deoth certifieate. for experience has 
tenzht them that it isn’t so. And as 
likely as not the investigation

make when some shady or. ignoran 
‘doctor atempts : ta--dispore-of cone

take like that uncovers a solid pic- 
ture, 

There is no denying the discomfort 
ore teels when one has foolishly 
guiped down poorly masticated or un® 
misticated food in a hurry, or taken 
soivething which has partly spoiled. 
or crammed in an ovérload of food, or 
indulged in overseasoned superfluities 
or an excess of condiments or some 
such error of diet. But this never 
kills anybody, nor is it ever a serious 
eondition in itself, 
cathartic, or a proper dose of time 
will give immediate relief to the dis- 


comfort, though of course nothing can 


wipe out the damage done by such an 
rosult. To call this or any other dis- 
tress or difficulty which seems to tIn- 
volve any of the digeésiive organs or 
functions “acute indigestion” is a 
rcoor alibi Your digestion is net to 
binme. Be honest and call it “acute 
mdiscretion.” You yourself are en- 
tircly to blame. Unless you are se- 
riously ill to begin with, your diges- 
tion will never fail to take care of 
fuy proper food you may eat. There 
is no such thing as “indigestion.” 

Now 1 am not going to enumerate 
ail the diseases which are concealed. 
ti: interpreted, wrongly diagnosed as 
“indigestion.” 1 shall only say that 
the list is almost endless. for it em- 
braces not only lesions of the diges- 
live organs, but lesions of the nervous 
system. the respiratory organs, the cir- 
culatory system and the urinary or- 
2ans.

Washington, April 3.—Conclusion 
of the sale to the Dollar interests 
of the Pacific Msil Steamship com- 
pany’s California-Orient line. was 
blocked temporarily today in the 
District of Columbia supreme court.

ended. This will submit the act to 
judicial decision for the first time. 

Meanwhile, the Pacific Mail will 
continue to operate the five ship- 
ping vessels at stake in the service 
from San Francisco to Manila, un- 
less the board should take action to 
terminate the operating contract en- 
tered into more than four years ago. 
Chairman O'Connor of the board de- 
clared today he personally would be 
in favor of terminating that contract 
if the injunction was made perma- 
nent. 

Commenting upon that statement, 
fermer Senator George FE. Chamber- 
lain, of Oregon, counse] for the Pa- 
cific Mail, interpreted. it.as a wil- 
lingness to drive the Pacific Mail out 
of business in any case.. He would 
not say what legal steps, if anv. 
might be taken if the board should 
adopt such a course. 

The action of the Pacifie Mail in 
resorting to court proceedings was 
taken as the result of the authoriza- 
tion of the sale of the ships to the 
Dollar interests by a four to three 
vote in the board, which had been 
wrenched over the question by one 
of the stormiest controversies it has 
experienced in years. The contro- 
versy has involved questions of gov- 
ernment shipping policy and a fight 
between competing shipping inter- 
ests, and has been characterized 
with sensational charges that a mo- 
nopoly was being developed on the 
Pucifie coast.

The weight of 
citations was that the governor had 
the power to remove from office an 
appointee holding an indef'nite term 
office, but. that where the specific 
term was set in the statute creating 
the office, the appointee could only 
be removed through impeachment 
proceedings instituted in the legisla-

In the amendment to the highway 
law, passed in 1921, it is stated that 
the governor shall appoint, and the 
senate confirm, the chairman for such 
term as is not in conflict with the 
stipulations of the original act of 1919. 
Judge Jones took the view that this 
did not constitute an appointment for 
a specific term and on this opinion 
based his ruling. 

Attorney Strozier, for the defense, 
in explaining the involved legal situa- 
tion developed by Judge Jones’ ruling, 
tonight said: “The court sustained 
the demurrer of W. T. Anderson and 
S. S. Bennet to John N. Holder’s peti- 
tion for mandamus and dismissed the 
petition. The effect of the court's 
decision is to say that the governor 
had the power to remove Mr. Holder 
as chairman of the highway board. 
The law, as held by the court, is that 
the governor has power to remove any 
officer whose term is not fixed by 
law, and that since the highway act 
does not fix the term of the chairman, 
the governor could properly remove 
him. The ease now goes to the su- 
preme court.” 

Charge No Confirmation. 

The argument was made by counse!} 
for the defense that the plaintiff had 
no standing in, court because his ap- 
pointment had not been = confirmed 
by the senate. This question of fact 
was one of the principal points on 
which testimony was to have been 
offered next Wednesday. but which 
is now eliminated by Judge Jones’ 
decision. 

Sam I. Olive, in his openings 
speech for the petitioner, argued that 
the sovernor had no authority to re- 
voke the term of office of any officer 
whose term is set by law, unless rhe 
statutes give him the authority for 
that specific ease. This, the law does 
not do for the highway department, 
he said. He claimed that tie only 
tribunal with power to try Mr. 
Holder on charges was the senate and 
that in dismissing Mr. Holder, the 
covernor had transcended his author- 
ity and usurped the power of the 
legislative branch of the government, 

He stated that the eommission held

Marion Smith stated that the one 
issue of fact in the case was the ques- 
tion of confirmation of the appoint- 
ment. It was not necessary, he said, 
for Mr. Holder to have been’ twice 
commissioned and confirmed, once as 
a member of the board and once as 
chairman, as the commission as chair- 
man evidently carried the other, the 
place being one office. 

Appointed for Six Years. 

He argued that, under the wording 
of the law. there could be no question 
that Mr. Holder was appointed for 
the specific term of six years, begin- 
ning January 1, 1922, and that there- 
fore he was an office holder for a spe- 
cific period and not subject to re- 
moval by the governor, either for 
ceuse or without. The governor had 
no authority to pass on the charges 
made against Mr. Holder, said Mr. 
Smith, which. duty rested solely in the 
legislature. Hugh Dorsey, closing for 
the plaintiff, recapitulated the general 
argument and stated that while Mr. 
Holder could be subject to tmpeach- 
ment or process of law in the courts, 
the governor had no power to either 


'try or condemn him. 


B. S. Deaver, of Macon, made the 
closing argument for the defense. He 
contended that membership and chair- 
manship of the highway board were 
necessarily two separate things, inas- 
much as a chairman might wish to 
resign the chairmanship but retaix 
membership on the board.

“Our rert is another large item of 
expense, much of which could be 
eliminated,” Mr. Mills continued. 
“Here we have some administrative 
in the city hall, with some 
in other buildings, all of which must 
be- rented and paid for. Why can- 
not we use the Walker Street school, 
now vacant, as an administrative 
building? It is a magnificent struc- 
ture, with 22 rooms, and now is lying 
unused.

of the money Wall street is loaning 
at, say, 4 per cent when local banks 
are asking G. 

A leading metropolitan banker 
here offers in reply that this lower- 
priced money is not available to the 
general banking public. It is put ont 
under special conditions which he 
sums up as “wholesale versus retail.” 


Money at Wholesale Rates. 


Wall street, he explains, ean f- 
ford te make a wholesale price, such 
as 4 per cent money represents, he- 
cause it makes these loans only in 
wholesale amounts, with $100,000 as 
a minimum.

Furthermore, this banker says, a)- 
though a merchant’s or a farmer’s 
resources in proportion to what he 
wants may be fully as good as those 
of a corporation, he is necessari!v 
limited to the community where he is 
known. With a community having 
only so much money available, cash 
is at a higher premium than in a 


money center where large borrowers 
may shop.

New York, April 3.—Stock prices 
fluctuated within rather narrow and 
irregular limits during the greater 
part of today’s trading. but drifted 
lower toward the close in sympathy 
with another sharp reaction in grain 
prices. Trading was unusually light, 
total sales falling below the million 
share mark for the first full session 
since election day. This breaks a 
string of 112 consecutive. million- 
share five-hour sessions. . 


Except for the further break in 
grain prices, there was little in the 
day's news to affect quoted values. 
Reports that the French cabinet was 
contemplating a capital levy apparent- 
ly were ignored. Raising of the Allis- 
Chalmers dividend from $4 to 386 
annually was followed by the tradi- 
tional “selling on the good news.’ The 
stock droppec from 81 to 78 3-4 and 
then rallied a point from the low, 
closing at a net less of one-quarter. 

The oils displayed a strong tone 
in the early trading, with buying ap- 
parently influenced by the reduction 
in crude oil output and the quashing 
of indictesits in the western oil 
land lease cases, but they did not 
maintain their gains. Atlantie Re- 
fining and California Petroleum pre- 
ferred each closed more than 2 points 
higher but several others, including 
Pacific and Houston, showed mod- 
erate declines. 

Coppers, which have been reaction- 
ary recently as a result of lower 
commodity prices, also showed an im- 
proved tone in reflection of the opti- 


mistiec statement on the industry made 


by John D.' Ryan. Anaconda and 
Cerro de Pasco each showed net gains 
of about a point, and most of the 
others improved fractionally.

Fewer Bisinaws 
Failures Seen 
During March 


New York, April 3.—Bradstreet's 
this week will say: 

Notwithstanding the reports of a 
uleting down of | trade in recent 
weeks, jt is a noteworthy fact that 
March had fewer failures than were 
reported in the shorter month of Feb- 
ruary, and, of course, fewer than in 
any month since November, 1924. A 
like showing is made by liabilities 
for March also, but the increases 
in number in January and February 
over the like months a year ago were 
responsible for the first quearter of 
1925 rolling up a total in excess of 
any three months’ period since the 
first quarter of 1922. Liabilities for 
the first three months, however. 
while in excess of those in the last 
quarter of 1924, were heavily below 
those of any first quarter since 1921. 

There were only 1,631 failures 
reported to Bradstreet’s for March, 
a decrease of 1.2 per cent from the 
short month of February, and 1.5 pet 
cent fewer than were reported for 
March last year, 2.7: per cent less 
than in March, 1923, and 28 per cent 
less than in March, 1922. Liabil: 
ties for March totaled $35,139,221, 
a decrease of 14 per cent from Feb 
ruary, of 46 per cent from March a 
year ago, and about the same per- 
centages of decrease from March of 
the preceding two years. 

Failures for the first three monthea 
of this year’ totaled 5.622, while 
liabilities were $140,753.668. There 
Was an increase in number of 13 
per cent over the fourth quarter of 
1924, of 2.9 per cent over thé first 
quarter of 1924, and of 3.2 per cent 
over those for the like period of 
1923. but 20 per cent fewer than in 
the first quarter of 1922, and 8 per 
cent less than in the first three 
months of 1915.
